Visatia, Aug. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.] L. D. Whitt, a neighbor of the 
Evans family, saw a team drive into the 
Evans barn near town at 8:30 tonight. 
He believed the occupants were Evang 
and Sontag, the escaped robbers. He 
immediately senta boy to town to in- 
form the officers, an 
soon surrounding the place. Sheriff 
Kay stationed men at all roads and in the 
field. There was no near approach 
made to the barn, but a team was sent 
to town to bring out Frank Byrd, broth- 
er-in-law of Evans, and have him go 
into the house, but he refused, saying 
Evans or Sontag would kill him as dune 
as any one. 

When the Associated Press reporter 
left the scene at 10 o’clock the question 
of getting the Evans family out of the 
house was being discussed. When the 
family are out of the way the barn was 
to be fired, and the house also, if neces- 
sary. 

Sheriff Kay received word today that 
Evans had bought a team from a party 
on Sand Creek, sixteen or eighteen 
miles from the city. It was not be- 
lieved the-man was daring enough to 
come on the plains and return home. 
The man who saw the team go into the 
barn is reliable. Men have been sent 
to town for more guns and ammunition. 
The officers: were not positive that the 
men were in the barn, but they stated 
that they were not at all surprised at 
| the news that the bandits had returned. 
They intimated that they had expected 
such a move on the part of the robbers. 

About 11 o'clock Sheriff Kay awak-

CHASING THE ROBBERS, 

Evans and Sontag Seen—Shots Fired—The 
Outlaws Escape. | 

Visatia, Aug. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The men who returned close- 
mouthed last night were more com- 
municative today. The shooting at the 
robbers reported yesterday was con- 
firmed by the two men who did it. 
Their story is that they followed the 
trail of the mule and cart to Nigger 
Creek, twenty-five miles east of the 
city. The trail finally turned back 
toward town. Soon they saw a mule 
hitched to a tree 100 yards from the 
road in a deep canon: Here they waited 
until they heard the voice of a man 
calling another. Finally the man ap- 


W. | proaching the cart struck a match to 


light a cigar or pipe. Two shots were 
fired at this man with a Winchester 
rifle. Then the man in the cafion made 
for the bush. 

This shooting took place at 9 o’clock 
Saturday night. Asthetwomen were 
alone they waited for help, which did 
not arrive until the next morning. The 
shooters claim to have found blood in 
the canon and think they made a flesh 
wound on the man they fired at. They 
say the robbers after the shooting went 
to horses they had staked in the brush 
200 yards away, and rode off toward 
Willcox Cafion. They further claim to 
have found footprints of horses next 
morning onthe trail. This statement 
is not verified by the party which ar- 
rived on the ground in the morning. 

The majority of those'returning ac- 
knowledge that the trail of the robbers 
was lost from the fact that the pursued 
had got among rocks where no foot 
prints were left. There is a high 
mountain north of Nigger Creek and 
once on top of it the robbers could see 
the two or three roads leading to he 
mountains and along which their pur- 
suers would have to travel. During the 
day time the tobbers could see over the 
plains for six or eight miles and the, 
dust raised on the roads by travelers 
would be plainiy visible. Water is 
handy and a supply forthe day could be 
obtained at night. Itis not likely the 
robbers could escape east across the 
mountains as all the roads are still 
guarded since Friday tight. There is a 
possibility, however, that they could 
make a back track and gain the Coast 
Range, traveling at night. 

It is now thought the robbers secured 
no more than $2300 by the train rob- 
bery, leaving the men no more than 
$2 0 each to escape with, as they paid 
a number of debts here. 

Sheriff Kay is confident the robbers 
will be captured though it may be sev- 
eral days hence. e starts for the 
mountains in a few hours with twenty- 
two picked men, welt Perret. with 
provisions.

‘THE CITY COUNCIL. 


A Visit trom Mayor Sanderson of 


He Says Some Very Pleasant Things 

: About Los Angeles. 

\ : 

The Regular Reports of Committees 
and Officers Presented. 


Protests Against the Work of the Street 
Commissioners — Complaints About 
the Figueroa Street Pave- 
ment—Motions, 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
place and time, every ward being repre- 
sented, andtransacted a large amount 
of routine business. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, Mayor Sanderson of 
San Francisco was formally introduced 
by President Bonsall to his colleagues 
and made a brief address; to the effect 
that since his last visit to Los Angeles 
ten years ago he had heard a good deal 
about the improvements which had 
been made; but was not prepared to 
find that such vast strides had been 
made as those he found upon his arri- 
val, He complimented the Council 
very highly for the part it had taken in 
building up the city to ita present high 
standard as the second on the coast, and 
stated that although he had traveled all 
over this country and Europe, he had 
seen no city of its size to equal it. 
There were more beautiful homes here 


before, and it was an ideal place for a 
resting place. He was not at all sur- 

rised that so many rich Eastern men, 
n search of recreation, decided, after a 
visit, to locate here, and the only 
trouble about it, so far.as he could see, 
was that it was so nice a place that its 
residents might forget to make any pro- 
vision for their fature home and want 
to remain here forever. 

At the close of his remarks Mayor 
Sanderson was accommodated with a 
seat at the president’s desk, but after 
watching the proceedings fora few 
minutes withdrew.

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT, 


The City Attorney’s report was read 


Ihave mat preveres a contract giving to 
Bert Millard the use of the surplus or 
waste water running in the Los Angeles 
River below the Seventh street bridge for 
the remainder of thſs year for the sum of 
$150 forthe reason that I do not believe 
you understand the full import of sucha 
contract. Iam of the opinion that the city 
should not sell the use of the water of the 
river to any one, but should exercise abso- 
lute control over the same. I suggest that 
some arrangement should be made by 
which the city can furnish the water to 
the parties needing it in that neighbor- 
hood.
